| “When the influenza broke out and 
| It was seen thai it was getting beyond 
control, the hotel keepers held a 
meeting and appointed a committee to 
call on the provincial authorities and 
offer the use of any of the hotels they 
| might care to select as public hos 
pitals We thought the hotels would 
be In a position to do more to cause 
an abatement in the disease than the 
authorities, owing to their superior 
equipment and facilities, and their! 
general knowledge in caring for the 
public. While it is a fact that the/| 
hotels are losing heavily in a financial 
way, we refute the statement made 
to one of our committee by a city of- 
ficial that all the hotel men _ were 
thinking of was a financial profit. 

‘Our contention was that tt would 
be more economical to use some of 
the hotels as hospitals because of the 
superior facilities offered, charging | 
therefor only regular rates for the 
care of patients therein All that 
would have been required was the 
placing of a few nurses in these tem- 
porary hospitals, said nurses being 
augmented by the regular hotel maffs 
which in our opinion would have made 
it easier to handle the epidemic. The 
provincial anthorities stated to our 
commitee that on account of the 
| Heath act in force that we should 
see the city authorities, which we did, | 
explaining the facts to them, and that/ 
| nmasmuch as there was a number of 
cases in most of the hotels at the pre- 
sent time that they either shonld uti 
ize the hotels exclusively, or remove 
the cases there elsewhere, There has 
been no action taken by the city as yet 
along these lines and we are there- 
fore publishing this article to inform

1, FRESH AIR its the most essen- | 
tial requisite to the comfort and well- | 
being of patients, no matter how ill. | 

2. REST in bed for three days af- 
ter fever has gone is urged to pre- | 
vent complications, 

3. PNEUMONIA CASES should not 
be kept in the same room with un-| 
complicated influenza cases, 

4. NOURISHING FOOD at regular 
intervals, | 
5. Plenty of WATER or lemonade. 

6. Gentle and unwprried service. | 
(Avoid chattering, nagging or ques- 
tioning.) Anticipate wants of sickest 
patients: convalescents usually ask 
for what they want. 

Keep the patients in isolated room, 
in separate beds. 

Keep patient in bed all of 'the time. 
(This means patient must not get up 
to go to the bathroom.) 

Two or three pillows arranged step 
fashion, the lowest well under the 
shoulders, will make breathing easier. 

Keep the.arms and shoulders well 
covered. 

Ventilate the room freely. 

At the onset, headache and back- 
ache are frequent; cold cloths (moist, 
but not dripping), to the head, chang- 
ed frequently, give some relief. 

Avoid anything that might 
the slightest -chill. 

CARE OF MOUTH 

A mouth wash every few hours and 
cold cream to the lips help to keep 
the mouth in a normal condition. 

If patient is extremely weak, swab 
the teeth carefully with moistened | 
cotton applications three times daily. 


COUGH 

Patient should keep mouth covered 
when coughing. Paper napkins or| 
three thicknesses of toilet paper used | 
only once, are safer and better than 
rags or handkerchiefs. 

Keep a small paper bag pinned to! 
bedside, within easy reach of patient's 
hand, to receive the used napkins, | 
Change bag at least twice daily, or| 
whenever it hecomes half-full. | 

The invisible spray from the mouth 
and nose during coughing and sneez- 
ing is as dangerous as visible expec- 
toration. Convalescent patients can | 
be masked; weak patients are annoy- 
ed by them. |

FOOD 
For the unhappy, feverish patients, 
liquid diet, hot or cold, is preferred 
—milk, lemonade, weak tea and cof- 


fee, broths, 
For convalescents and patients not 


feverish, soft diet—-gruels, cooked | 
cereals, milk toast, jellies, soft-boiled 
eggs, etc. 


Food may be kept warm in a ther- | 
mos bottle. 

All patients should drink some wa- 
ter every hour when awake. 


PRECAUTIONS 

All mouth washes, bath water, 
exeta, and uneaten liquid food should 
be thrown into the toilet by the at- 
tendant, 

All bags, nopkins, scraps of uneaten 
food, mouth swab, ete. should be 
wrapped in clean newspaper before 
being carried to the kitchen to be de- 
stroyed by burnthe. 


All linen—sheets, masks, towels, 
ect., should be submerged in a large 
kettle of cold water in the sickroom, 
or put in a pillow-slip or laundry bac 
This can be safely carried to the 
kitchen stove, and when contents 
have been boiled five minutes anyone 
may finish caring for the linen. 


When attendant cannot stop. to 
wash her own hands, door knobs, fau- 
cets, ete, should be proteeted by 


scraps of newspaper, which may be 
destroyed after each using. 
ATTENDANTS MUST BE CON- 
STANTLY MASKED, must wear big 
all-over apron in sick room, changing 
it to a different one always before 
entering any other part of the house 


Attendant must keep facilities for 
washing her own hands-—soap, nail 
and paper towels—in clean 
place and néver, touch the patient or) 
patient's utensils without afterward 
cleansing her own hands thoroughly. 
Running water is better and safer 


than a basin of weak disinfectant | 
kept for the hands alone. | 
Everything used for the patient |

The new Austria comprises the 
provinces of Upper and Lower 
Austria on the Danube lying be- 
tween Bavaria and Hungary, Sy- 
ria, Salzberg, Tyrol, Carinthia and 
Carnolia lying westward to Swit- 
zerland and southward to Italy. 
The capital is Vienna, on the Dan- 
ube. The people are of German 
race and language and chiefly Ro- 
man Catholic in religion. 

Hungary is east of Austria on 
both sides of the Danube, and ex- 
tends eastward to the Carpathian 
mountains. It is a well déveloped 
agricultural region, very product- 
ive in wheat and horses.

The Poles afte 
Roman Catholics, The Polish part 
of Galicia is on the upper waters 
of the Vistula, which flows into 
the Baltic. The Russian part is 
on the upper waters of the Dnecis- 
ter, which flows into the Black 
Sea. Cracow is the capital of Pol 
ish Galicia, Lemberg of Russian 
Galicia, Gernowitz of Bukowina. 

The southeastern portion of the 
| kingdom of Hungary is called 
Transylvania. It adjoins Ronu- 
bannts and is occupied chiefly by 
Roumanians. It was the hope of 
annexing this portion of their kin- 
dred that led Roumania to declare 
war on the Central Powers and 
brought about her utter defeat 
and practical annexation by Ger- 
many.

The surrender of Turkey has 
unlocked the gate to the eastern 
half of Europe and part of Asia. 
The Dardanelles and Bosphorus 
are open to the Allied fleets, and 
the western alliance can now for 
the first time since the war began 
reach the countries that were their 
eastern allies. 

The failure of the Gallipoli expe- 
dition wrecked Russia and Rou- 
mania and gave Bulgaria to the 


Ukraine, Eastern Russia and the 
Caucasus, can be reached directly 
by the Allies. If the sentiment of 
the people is pro-ally they can now 
be supplied with war equipment 
that will enable them to enforce 
their views and protect their in- 
terests as they never could before, 
Russia is no longer isolated from 
the western world, The element of 
the people who are against the 
Bolsheviki and the Germans ean 
now be arined, equipped, and made 
efficient in the field. 
for Russia the Allies are for the 
first time on measureably equal 
terms with Germany. 

It is not only the shores of the 
Black Sea that have now hecome 
accessible, A railway four hundred 
miles in length connects Batoum 
on the Black Sea with Baku on 
the Caspian.

It is pointed out that this DOES NOT IN ANY WAY 
AFFECT MEN WHO HAVE BEEN ORDERED BY THE 
REGISTRAR TO REPORT to Depot Battalions and wh« 
have thereafter received leave of absence from the Military 
Authorities. ‘ 

Once a man has been ordered to report for duty by the 
Registrar he leaves the jurisdiction of the Registrar and comes 
under that of the Department of Militia and Defence, and is to 
be considered as a soldier. This applies to men of the 20 to 22 
Class who have been ordered to report by the Registrar in 
virtue of the cancellation of exemptions by Order-in-Council of 
the 20th April last, as well as to those ordered to report in the 
usual way on refusal of claim for exemption, or on expiration 
of exemption granted. 

All men, accordingly, who have been ordered to report, and 
are therefore SOLDIERS, and who have subsequently been 
granted harvest leave by the military authorities, MUST, 
NOTWITHSTANDING THE NOTICE ABOVE RE 
FERRED TO, REPORT ON THE EXPIRATION OF 
THAT LEAVE, unless they are notified to the contrary by 
their Commanding Officer or by general notice published by 
the Department of Militia and Defence.
